Proposltmn  13  Consequences 

It  has  been  Indelibly  impressed  upon  me  as  a  result  of 
the  passage  of  Proposition  13,  that  all  of  the  pain  and  strug- 
gle to  fund  KPFK  by  listener-sponsorship  is  truly  worth  it. 
Six  public  radio  stations,  affiliated  with  community  (jolleges, 
or  boards  of  education,  are  facing  extreme  hardship  as  a 
result  of  their  dependence  on  one  major  source  of  funding 
They  deserve  to  live.    Diversity  in  public  broadcasting  re- 
mains an  important  goal  which  should  be  expressed  beyond 
the  diversity  that  Pacifica  represents.    But  in  the  present 
political  climate,  it  is  increasingly  clear  that  the  30-year-old 
choice  by  Pacifica  Radio  to  seek  listener-sponsorship  as  its 
underpinning  was  profoundly  wise.

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THE  MORNING  READING 

Twenty  seven  years  ago  this  month,  Holden  Caulfield 
began  his  seemingly  endless  wanderings  through  the  collec- 
tive conscience  of  generation  upon  generation  of  young  read- 
ers.   His  search  became  part  of  our  imaginative  heritage,  a 
part  of  the  Great  Tradition  of  the  American  Novel  —  Inno- 
cence in  quest  of  non-corrupting  Experience.    And  yet  there 
is  something  which  distinguishes  him  from  his  fellow  travelers- 
a  sense  of  the  absurd,  a  suitcase  full  of  contradictions  that 
Salinger  has  made  out  of  the  patch-work  fabric  of  our  own 
psyches. 

This  must  be  the  catch  of  The  Catcher  in  the  Rye,  for 
reading  it  is  like  experiencing  a  long  series  of  deja-vues.    It 
is  almost  as  if  the  author  had  snuck  into  the  hidden  places 
of  our  memories  and  there  located  the  stuff  his  book  was  to 
be  made  of. 

Such  an  immediate  sense  of  recognition  is  no  doubt 
what  attracted  Bud  Cort  to  Holden  Caulfield.   His  own 
late  wanderings  through  the  "phoniness"  of  Hollywood 
would  be  a  mirror  image  of  the  Catcher's  plight.    After 
growing  up  in  (the)  Rye,  New  York,  Bud  studied  and  per- 
formed off-Broadway  until  he  was  discovered  by  Robert 
Altman  for  his  Brewster  McCloud.    Since  then  he  has  be- 
come the  "radical  innocent"  of  the  Seventies,  a  decade 
with  special  affinities  for  the  period  caught  by  the  Catcher. 

Like  Holden,  precariously  balanced  between  beatitude 
and  the  abyss-on  the  brink  of  disappearing  altogether  each 
time  he  steps  off  the  curb.  Bud's  performance  in  Harold  & 
Maude  captured  the  imagination  of  another  generation  which 
had  been  through  years  of  deathly  jokes  and  nevertheless 
survived  with  most  of  its  wits  and  ideals  intact. 

It  is  no  accident  ttierefore  that  he  should  find  himself 
in  the  role  of  Holden  Caulfield  as  well  as  those  of  Brewster 
McCloud,  Hitler's  son  and  Bernard  in  the  forthcoming  tele- 
vision version  of  Aldous  Huxley's  Brave  New  World.     For 
what  he  has  discovered  Is  that  the  contradictions  which 
make  a  travesty  of  so  much  of  life  can  be  as  well  the  source 
of  a  creative  style  which  is  both  universal  and  unique. 

This  is  the  music  of  Harold  and  Maude  (so  brilliantly 
created  by  Collin  Higgins,  Cat  Stevens,  Hal  Ashby,  Ruth 
Gordon  and  Bud  Cort)  and  the  divinely  comic  laughter  of 
Salinger's  ever-young  classic.

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THE  COMPUTER 

Our  computer  is  located  in  Berkeley,  which  saves  us  a 

•  lot  of  money  but  which  Is  inconvenient.    We  send  subscrip- 
tions information  to  the  computer  twice  a  month.    Around 
the  middle  of  the  month  we  do  the  regular  Folio  label  run 
which  returns  the  Folio  labels,  bills,  renewal  letter  labels 
and  income  statements  a  few  days  later.    The  following 
week  we  do  a  "catch  up"  Folio  label  run  for  payments 
received  late  or  for  corrections  processed  after  the  regular 
run. 

Your  payment  may  not  go  into  the  computer  as 
quickly  as  you  might  think  because:  payments  go  to  our 
lockbox  at  the  Terminal  Annex  Post  Office  in  Los  Angeles, 
then  they  go  to  the  bank  and  the  bank  processes  the  pay- 
ments and  sends  them  to  us— through  the  mail.    This 
process  often  takes  more  than  a  week  from  the  time  you 
send  your  payrnent.    So,  if  you  send  your  check  around 
the  8th  of  the  month,  there's  a  good  chance  you  should 
receive  the  Folio  for  the  following  month  and  you'll  also 
avoid  duplicate  billing,  which  has  been  the  scourge  of  our 
subscriptions  system. 

BILL  PAYMENT 

Always  send  a  bill  with  your  check!    A  SI  5  payment 
received  without  a  bill  or  renewal  notice  might  be  credited 
as  a  Film  Club  payment,  a  straight  donation  to  the  station 
or  the  Expansion  Fund.    If  you  send  a  check  in  for  a 
pledge  payment  without  a  bill,  you  might  be  credited  for 
a  new  subscription  and  still  be  billed  for  your  original 
pledge.    Likewise,  if  you  send  a  payment  for  a  subscription 
renewal  on  a  company  check  without  a  renewal  notice, 
^  you're  likely  to  receive  a  new  subscription  at  your  com- 
^  pany  address  and  still  receive  a  renewal  notice  for  your 
original  subscription.    So  always  be  sure  to  refer  to  your 
account  by  the  name  on  the  account  and  the  address  at 
which  you  receive  your  Folio. 

FIRST  CLASS  FOLIO  MAILING 

The  Folio  goes  out  by  2nd  Class  mail,  and  should 
take  2-5  days  to  get  most  places.    Theoretically,  2nd  Class 
gets  better  handling  than  our  old  non-profit  permit,  but 
our  experience  with  the  Post  Office  defies  theory.    First 
Class  mailing  is  available  for  S5  extra  per  year  (pro-rate 
at  BOcents  per  month  for  current  subscriptions).    This  is 
often  the  answer  for  slow  mailing  areas  like  Goleta,  Santa 
Barbara,  Leucadia,  Simi  Valley  or  Pearblossom— to  name  just 
a  few.    If  you  live  in  an  area  that  gets  relatively  prompt 
service  but  want  the  Folio  well  before  the  beginning  of 
the  month,  then  you  might  want  your  Folio  by  1st  Class. 

I  DIDN'T  GET  MY  FOLIO 

The  Folio  is  mailed  around  the  20th  of  the  month.    If 
you  have  not  received  your  Folio  by  the  first  of  the  month: 
(1)  check  your  subscription  expiration  date  on  the  previous 
Folio  label  (upper  right  hand  corner  of  label).    (2)  Make 
sure  you  haven't  moved  without  notifying  us.    (3)  If  you 
haven't  moved  and  are  currently  enrolled  as  a  subscriber, 
contact  your  local  postmaster  about  delivery.    (4)  send  us 
a  previous  Folio  label  with  an  explanatory  note  or  call  for 
^   a  new  Folio  to  be  sent  to  you. 


MOVING-ADDRESS  CHANGES 

If  you  move,  your  Folio  will  not  be  forwarded  unless 
you  request  2nd  class  forwarding  from  the  Post  Office.    The 
best  way  to  expedite  an  address  change  and  assure  continued 
receipt  of  the  Folio  is  to  call  the  station  .and  ask  for  subscrip- 
tions or  leave  your  name,  old  zipcode,  and  new  address  with 
the  switchboard.
